The territory of which this Province is the 
center extend* over an area equ.il to more than 
ou..-tenth part of the attrface of the globe It* 
redources— when every allowance has been 
made for the iterile and desert districts of the 
north and West— may be said, without any lijr- 
uro of speech, to be e»hau»tle»s. It ia a terri- 
tory larger than the United States by upwards 
of 700,UI)0 square miles. Its population will 
bo uminly Anglu-Saxon. The Celtic element 
will bu ciiten up, or die out with the abolition 
of the feudalism of Lower Canada. Then it 
wil contain few elements of weakness. There 
will be no Slavery to sap the foundation of its 
nutitutions. And herein will be iu strength. 
It u not we who predict thut tbe neigbborinfi 
Union is doomed to perish; the be*t and wisest 
men within it* own borders regard it as inevit- 
able; and nothing wa* ever more legibly writ- 
ten on the face *f concurrent event* than that 
the northern States will ultimately, aud at no 
dutant day, be constrained to sue for annexa- 
tion to Canada and the sinter Provinces and 
Territories of the North. If anything had been 
wanting to *et the teal to that prediction, it was 
asiuredly accompliibed when 400,000 »quare 
mile* of tbe belt territory of the Union was 
•urrendered to Slavery the other day at Wash- 
ington. 


But the Provinces have something to do to 


preparo for that i**ue. They nuiy own a terri- 
tory equal to the tenth part of the surface of 
the globe ; they may number a population of 
five «r even ten million*; they may have lines 
of internal communication which would chal- 
lenge tho world; but before they aspire to be- 
come the chief power on tho continent of Amer- 
ica, their intelligence will have to keep pnco 
with their material growth.
